The 20,000 warriors destined for 
the northern front bestirred them- 
selves early today for their depart- 
ure after a night-long celebration 
which followed their raw meat 
feast given yesterday by the Em- 
peror. They are under the com- 
mand of Dedjamatch Ammera 
Damtou, Governor of Gama and 
Gofa provinces. 

Requisitioning of Supplies. 

A requisition commission, formed 
to draft supplies for the defense 
forces, asked the Emperor for a 
fund of 50,000 rilver thalers to pay 
for commandeered goods. The re- 
quisitioning will be confined at 
first to the capital and later ex- 
tended gradually throughout the 
empire. 

Unconfirmed reports circulated 
that more than 250 Italians had 
died of fever and thirst in the 
Mount Mussa Ali district of the cen- 
tral sector. Because of lack of 
water and the fact that the tribes- 
men of tbe savage Danakil desert 
area had salted all wells, Italian 
military planes were thus reported 
to be busy returning troops to 
Italy’s colony of Eritrea.

Desert’s Property Divided. 

Other advices from the north said 
Ethiopian authorities had divided 
the estates of Ras Haile Selassie 
Gugsa, Governor of Makale, who de- 
serted to the Italian side, seeming- 
ly making easier their anticipated 
advance south of Aduwa. 

Gugsa’s properties were said to 
have been apportioned among a few 
loyal chiefs and the Ethiopian Red 
Cross. 

Although the Empire’s Red Cross 
facilities have been limited, author- 
ities said Haile Selassie’s followers 
would not have to rely entirely on 
their old remedies of boiling tallow 
and red hot irons for treatment of 
the wounds. With the help of a 
group of volunteer doctors, it was 
thought the King would be able to 
man a few’first air stations.

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Rush H. Limbaugh Looks 
To Baby Broker and Muenches to 


Help Settle Habeas Corpus Issue 


Announces From Bench ‘We Are Blocking 
Justice and Trifling With Law by Getting 
Nothing Done’—Man Who Worked Out 
Scheme Ought to Place Child in Hands of 


Mother in Court. 


Special Commissioner Rush H. Limbaugh of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals, presiding in Anna Ware's habeas corpus suit to recover her 
baby, set the proceedings on a new course yesterday afternoon when he 


took charge in sudden and-dramatic fashion, 


declaring from the 


bench that the Court was looking to the principal respondents, nam- 
ing Dr. Ludwig O. Muench, his wife, Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, and 
Wilfred Jones, to supply the information needed to settle the case. 


Earlier, Commissioner Limbaugh 
had said it was “the duty of this of- 
ficer of the court (Jones, -who is an 
attorney), who furnished the brains 
that worked. out the process by 
which the baby was obtained, to go 
and get that baby, wherever it is, 
and bring it into this court and 
place it in the hands of its mother.” 


“Get Baby or Account for It.” 


“The Court feels,” Commissioner 
Limbaugh said to Jones at another 
point, “that it ought to require you 
to get the baby, or account for it.” 

As Jones left the witness stand 
the Commissioner warned hjm to 
remain within the call of the Court. 

“Humiliation and Disgrace.” 

When the Commissioner told 
Jones that the Court was disposed 
to require him to get the baby back 
er account for it, the baby broker 
responded that the persons for 
whom he obtained the baby had 
represented it as their own and 
“they have got to face humiliation 
and disgrace unless they are given 
the opportunity to put another 
child in their home and release this 
one.” 

Since Jones had already, at the 
direction of the Court, named the 
persons for whom he insisted he 
had acted, as “a Mr. and Mrs. J. 
R. Palmer,” it was not apparent 
what further humiliation they 
might experience, assuming that he 
gave the right names. 

“The Commissioner is of the 
opinion,” the Commissioner broke 
in, sternly, “that all parties that 
have any knowledge of this trans- 
action will suffer a great deal more 
humiliation in not producing the 
baby, or making known where it 
can be had, than if they come in 
here and make the facts known.” 
It was Jones’ unconvincing intro- 
duction of “Mr. and Mrs. Palmer,” 
who, so far as Jones knew had no 
friends or relatives whom he could 
name, no associations or social ac- 
quaintances, and no definite ad- 
dress, that led Commissioner Lim- 
baugh to express himself on the 
unsatisfactory manner in which the 
hearing had progressed. 


“Trifling With the Law.” 


“The Commissioner feels,” he 
said, addressing Jones, “that we are 
trifling with the law, and blocking 
the avenues to justice by not get- 
ting anything done to see that the 
baby is recovered. If the Com- 
missioner has any authority, he will 
be glad to exercise it. 

“It seems the hearing has degen- 
erated to a point where it will be 
difficult to determine the facts un- 
less all of us are frank and open 
and do all we can to get the baby 
back. I feel that you are in a posi- 
tion to supply the information to 
the Court, and it should be done as 
quickly as possible.” 

At the opening of the afternoon 
session the Commissioner made his 
ruling requiring Jones to name the 
persons for whom he procured 
Anna Ware’s baby. Previously 
Jones had declined to give the 
name, referring to them us “Mr. 
and Mrs. X.” Before the habeas 
corpus suit was filed he had told 
reporters they were a “Mr. and Mrs. 
Perkins, of Memphis.” His refusal 
to name the persons for whom he 
acted was on the ground that they 
had instructed him not to, and the 
information was protected by the 
confidential relationship between at- 
torney and client. 

Commissioner’s Ruling. 


“The Commissioner’s mind is clear 
as to his duty,” Commissioner Lim- 
baugh said. “The witness is a mem- 
ber of the bar, an officer of the 
court. He owes, it is true, a duty 
to his clients to represent his clients 
in furtherance of all duty relative 
to legal (this word was emphasized) 
employment. But in addition, the 
witness owes a duty to the Court. 

“The witness, it is apparent, holds 
the key which will unlock the 
mystery that now enshrouds this 
hearing. 

“The contract in which the wit- 
ness has agreed. not to divulge the 
names of his clients is not a binding 
contract. Such a contract, in the 
opinion of the Commissioner, is in- 
valid and void, if for no other rea- 
son, because it is so obviously 
_ against public policy. 

“Here a woman:-has had a baby 
taken away from her.

When the Commissioner had 
ruled, Jones told his story of “Mr. 
and Mrs. Palmer” whom he had 
met, he said, through Mrs. Grace 
Diefenbach, the former Mrs, Hugh 
Thomasson, and to whom, he said, 
he presumed Mrs. Diefenbach trans- 
ferred Anna’s baby. 

Jones’ Demeanor on Stand. 


As Jones pieced together his 


C. Barker, he was deliberate and 
reflective, sometimes hesitant, but 
at intervals when the questioner 
pressed for details, the witness 
plainly showed his discomfort. Then 
he would swallow hard, moisten his 
lips again and again, and some- 


he spoke. 

Frequently after starting to an- 
swer a pointed question the wit- 
ness veered to an unrelated mat- 
ter. Sometimes, after starting a re- 
ply, Jones. hesitated reflectively, 
then started anew. At these times, 
Jones clutched the arms of the wit- 
ness chair with his long fingers, 
crossing and uncrossing his legs as 
he shifted in his chair. 

After Jones had been directed to 
answer the question as to name and 
address of the “clients” for whom 
he obtained the Ware baby, and had 
given the name :s “Palmer,” At- 
torney Barker shot question after 
question at him, in rapid succession, 
calling for details. Although his 
lips were dry and his face flushed, 
the witness always answered, but 
insigted he never h:d known the 
street address of the “Palmers” in 
St. Louis, Memphis or Chicago. He 
was similarly ignorant on other 
matters that might have provided 
a means of checking his story or 
learning the whereabouts of the 
“Palmers.” 

Commissioner Puts Questions. 

Obviously impatient with Jones’ 
vague replies, the Commissioner 
himself cross-examined Jones. 

“Have you given the information 
to these people that if they bring 
the baby back, it will get into the 
hands of its natural parent?” 

Jones replied: “Mrs. Diefenbach 
informed me she got that word to 
them.” 

The Commissioner then asked, 
“When did you last talk to the 
people?” 

Jones said that he had reveived a 
telephone message from “Mr. Pal- 
mer” about a week after the baby 
was taken from Anna Ware. He 
quoted “Palmer” as describing the 
infant as “a lovely child” and say- 
ing that both he and his wife were 
“very much pleased” with it and 
“very much in love with it.” 

Commissioner Limbaugh 
asked the direct question: 

“Do you know now where this 
baby is?” 

“No, I do not,” Jones replied. 

“Is it in Chicago?” 

“I’m assuming it is,” Jones an- 
swered. 

The Commissioner then asked, 
“Is information at your disposal by 
which you could find the baby?” 

“No, except through Mrs. Diefen- 
bach,” Jones replied. 

It was at this point in the pro- 
ceeding that Commissioner Lim. 
baugh, thumping his fist on the 
bench to emphasize his remarks.

Jones Makes . Statement. 

Jones asked and received permis.

All this is based on the assump- 
tion, first, that Louis will crack 
the uncrackable chin of Paulino 
‘Uzeudun, Dec. 13, besides dispos- 
ing of the second opponent selected 
to meet him in March in the Gar-

den; second, that the Garden’s win- 
ter merger with Jacobs and Louis 
will pave the way for an extended 
agreement covering the 1936 out.

Expected to Go Through. 

There seems no sound reason for 
doubting these assumptions.

The C. Y. O. does this: If a 
member boxer wishes to fight un- 
der the auspices of the organi- 
zation as a professional, he re- 
ports to Pat Kenneally who is 
paid a salary by the C. Y. O., 
and nothing by the boxers, to 
find matches for the men in his 
charge. 

In the beginning the boxer 
keeps all he makes: but when he 
begins to get ahead of the 
game, one-third of his earnings, 
equivalent to the hire of a com- 
mercial manager, is withheld 
from his pay. The club does not 
keep it—it puts it away in trust 
in the fighter’s name to accu- 
mulate. It is returned to him 
when he retires from the ring. 

This is a compulsory saving 
plan by which the fighter finds 
himself, at the end of his career. 
with all the money that he would 
have paid out to a manger. 

If some fighters had that today 
they would be rich, instead of 
down and out hangers on.

$1,320,000 So Far in 1935; Only $183,-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Japan 


was shown today in Commerce De- 
partment reports to be crowding 
other nations for a bigger share of 
the American cotton cloth market 
by offering lower-priced goods. 

Imports from all countries for 
the first nine months of 1935 were 
valued at $5,252,000, of which Japan 
supplied $1,320,000, or about one- 
fourth. During the corresponding 
period of 1934, the total value of 
cotton cloth imported was $5,207,- 
000, of which Japan supplied only 
$183,000 worth. 

An even more startling gain was 
shown in the quantity of cloth com- 
ing from Japan. Total imports in 
the nine months of 1935 were 47,- 
715,000 square yards, of which Ja- 
pan supplied 27,238,000. In the cor- 

responding period of 1934, total im- 
ports were 31, 071,000 yards, of 
which Japan supplied 3,582,000.

A Defense of the AAA, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RANK R. KENT quotes a letter re- 
F ceivea by him from an Oklahama 
farmer registering his critical opinion of 
the AAA. 

This letter is worthy of attention, as 
it falls in the category<of nearly all ob- 
jections to the AAA—alleged regimenta- 
tion of the farmer—when in fact there 
are no compulsory provisions in the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act. Farmers are 
at liberty to exercise their freedom as to 
acceptance or rejection of its provisions. 
This fact should be so well understood 
that to repeat it seems unnecessary. 

But the Common error, offered as a 

fundamental objection, is the contention 
that restriction of farm production by 
those who accept the provisions of the 
AAA does violence to economic usages. 
The plan governing crop control follows 
’ the example of industry, which contem- 
plates probable consumption and demand 
and produces within these limitations. 
Surplus production represents economic 
loss, affecting alike invested ‘capital and 
those engaged in labor production. 
' The Government, through the AAA, is 
doing for the farmer that which, because 
of diverse conditions and lack of unifica- 
tion, he cannot do for himself. It pro- 
vides the agency through the AAA for the 
adoption of sound economic principles 
which industry has practiced to make 
profitable its business. Manufacturers 
of shoes or clothing, or farm implements, 
would not produce a supply largely in 
excess of market demands, for the very 
obvious reason that to do so would re- 
sult in destructive competitive prices. And 
yet with all the clamor about limiting 
crop production to consumption demands, 
we have no record of a single critic pro- 
testing against industry governing itself 
by the same practices. 

If the farmer is to be denied the right 
of voluntary crop control, then it logically 
follows that a minimum production quota 
should be set for industry, below which 
it should not be permitted to fall.

The Council of State Governments, an organization 
with the worthy objective of developing co-operation 
among the several states and bringing the states into 
better adjustment with the Federal Government, is 
sponsoring an illuminating report on conflicting 
taxation. In more than 800 cases, the report shows, 
the Federal Government and state governments are 
tapping the same sources of revenue. Most of these 
duplications are insignificant, but in at least seven 
cases—those of the personal income tax, the corpora- 
tion income tax, inheritance and estate taxes, amuse- 
ment taxes and the levies on tobacco, alcoholic bev- 
erages and gasoline—the overlapping is in fields of 
major importance as revenue producers. 

This confusion is harmful both to the states and 
to the National Government. The latter suffers com- 
paratively less than the states, but it is bound to feel, 
increasingly, the effects of State invasion of tax fields 
which it formerly occupied alone—the fruitful field, 
for example, of tobacco taxes. As the report points 
out, it is true of many taxes that the rate cannot be 
increased without diminishing the yield. The states, 
on their side, suffer not only from the “fiscal indi- 
vidualism” of the Federal Government, but from 
“their own individualism in their relations with one 
another.” Each state “reaches out to tax as much 
as it can legally, regardless of the fact that what 
is legally permissible may be equivalent to extra- 
territorial taxation.” The municipalities and other 
governmental units are victimized by the present 
system; as creatures of the states, they are limited 
to such revenue sources as the states prescribe for 
them. “Their only considerable revenue source is the 
general property tax, which has been squeezed dry.” 

Among the “major evils” of the present situation, 
the report lists the following: 

Tax competition between the Federal Govern- 
ment and the states, which makes it difficult for 
the states to raise needed revenues or to adopt 
new financial programs until they know what the 
Federal Government will do; 

Interstate tax competition, which makes it dif- 
ficult for a single state to adopt certain new 
forms of taxation, or, in the case of already exist- 
ing levies, to impose socially desirable rates un- 
less competing states take similar action; 

Overlapping and conflicting state claims to 
taxing jurisdictions, which result in double taxa- 
tion of an inequitable nature; 

Uneconomie division of tax-administering func- 
tions, which results in excessive costs, boot- 
legging and tax evasion.

| Savings Bank. Life Insurance 


Benefits of system operated in conjunction with savings banks in Massachusetts since 


1908 cited by economist who recently completed a study of it for the United

This system has been tried in the 
State of Massachusetts since 1908. So in- 
teresting have been the results that the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics has made an ex- 
haustive study of the system and a detailed 
examination of its workings as compared 
with those of private insurance companies. 
The report of the bureau was recently is- 
sued, and the present article is in part a 
summary of its more important findings. At- 
tempts of insurance-company officials to 
bring about the passage of laws intended to 
handicap savings-bank life insurance and 
their readiness to offer criticisms when pro- 
posals for similar systems are made in other 
states, are signs that the system has become 
an important competitor of theirs. 

In 1929, the savings banks in Massachu- 
setts had in force over $67,500,000 of life in- 
surance. In 1933, the amount had increased 
to $93,187,000, and by the end of June, 1935, 
it had reached the figure of more than $107,- 
300,000. In other words, in a period of five 
and one-half years there was an increase of 
59 per cent in the total amount of insurance 
in force. Between 1929 and 1933 the private 
insurance companies experienced a decrease 
in the amount of insurance they had in force 
in Massachusetts from $4,423,300,000 to $4,- 
420,000,000. The amounts in force with the 
banks may appear at first glance to be in- 
significant when compared with the total 
amount of insurance in force with the priv- 
ate companies, but the relative growth of 
the system shows clearly why the compan- 
ies are concerned.

QO: way to reduce life-insurance costs is 


The low net cost of savings-bank insur- 
ance is probably the most important factor 
in its continued growth. The extent to 
which large dividends can be returned to 
policyholders depends in the long run upon 
three factors: (1) the mortality experience 
of a particular insurance’ establishment, 
(2) the rate of interest it earns upon its 
Invested assets, and (3) its expenses of 
operation. In each of these respects the 
insurance departments of the savings banks 
have a great advantage over the private 
insurance companies. 

The real truth of the matter is that the 
system is operated more efficiently than are 
the private insurance companies. The most 
important factor is the absence of especially 
large expenditures in the form of commis- 
sions that accompany the agency systems 
maintained by the companies. No one re- 
veives a commission for the sale of savings- 
bank insurance, There are no agents receiv- 
ing at least 50 per cent of the first year’s 
premium and five per cent of the annual 
premiums for each of the next nine years, 
and no general agents, under whom the 
former work, who receive 15 per cent of the 
first year’s premiums, 10 per cent of the 
second year’s premiums, and 2.5 per cent 
of all annual premiums thereafter, while 
the insurance is in force. 

The savings banks operate their insurance 
departments in order to provide their policy- 
holders with protection at low cost, rather 
than to sell insurance, a large share of the 
cost of which goes to the persons whose 
only job is to sell it. The facts from the 


Ne 
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official records speak for themselves. In 
1931 the percentage of total income expend- 
ed for salaries by the insurance departments 
of the banks was 2.32 per cent. By contrast 
the percentage devoted to salaries and com- 
missions in the same year by four impor- 
tant companies was 10.72 per cent in their 
ordinary insurance departments. In the 
case of their industrial insurance depart- 
ments the percentage was 15.76 per cent. 

If one were to discover only that savings- 
bank insurance costs relatively little and 
that its terms are generally more advan- 
tageous*to the policyholders than the in- 
surance sold by the private companies, the 
advantages of the system would appear suf- 
ficiently convincing. A person who buys 
insurance, however, generally buys it in 
order to protect his family in case of death 
or to provide an endowment. To what ex- 
tent have the savings-bank policies actually 
fulfilled the purpose for which the insur- 
ance was taken out in the first instance” 

° > . 

When a policy js terminated by lapse, 
i. e.. when it ceases to have effect because 
premium payments have been discontinued, 
it has failed very largely to accomplish the 
purpose for which it was bought. It Is true 
that during the period the premiums were 
being paid the insured was protected, but his 
failure to continue paying premiums is in gen- 
eral clear evidence that the original intention 
is not being carried out. During the period 
of 1908 to 1931, out of all the new insurance 
written, the ratio of insurance lapsed was 
2.6 per cent in the case of the savings 
banks, 21 per cent in the case of ordinary 
insurance purchased from the private com- 
panies, and 54.5 per cent in the case of in- 
dustrial insurance In the year 1933 the 
percentages were 2.8 per cent for the sav- 
ings banks, 46.3 per cent for ordinary insur- 
ance sold by the private companies, and 52.8 
per cent for industrial insurance, 

The savings banks’ low lapse ratios are 
due to the fact that there is not likely to 
be overselling of savings-bank insurance in 
the absence of eloquence on the part o 
insurance agents. Also, the possibility of 
obtaining loans at the end of a year and 
the non-forfeiture privileges, including 
cash surrender after six months, assure the 
policyholders of receiving some return for 
their money at an early period in case they 
fail to continue premium payments. 

The rapid growth of savings-bank life in- 
surance in Massachusetts is due to its fun- 
damental soundness, its extraordinary ad- 
vantage to the policyholder in the form of 
low costs and advantageous terms, and to 
the social efficiency with which the system 
is conducted. If the private insurance com- 
panies truly desire to meet the -growing 
competition of savings-bank insurance, they 
can do it in only one way that is socially 
sound and economically justifiable. They 
can proceed to the business of furnishing 
life insurance under such conditions that the 
policyholder is not compelled to support 
an army of agents.

Steel Production Up 1-2 Point 
to 52 1-2 Pct. of Capacity, 
Says The Iron Age. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—‘“Steel produc- 
tion has risen one-half point to 524% per 
cent of capacity, a rate that has been 
reached twice efore since Sept. 1,’’ says 
The iron Age. “Operations have been on 
a plateau for the past seven weeks, at 
no time dropping more than one point be- 
low the present level, and expected ad- 
vances to a higher plane remain unreal- 
ized. 

“Mill operating rates are without uni- 
form trend. Steel ingot production has 
risen four points to 60 per cent in the 
Valleys, three points to 64-per cent at 
Cleviand and four points to 85 per cént 
in the iower Ohio River Valley, but it has 
fallen one-half point to 55 per cent at 
Chicago, two points to 44 per cent at 
Buffalo and one point te 39 per cent in 
the Philadelphia district, Elsewhere oper- 
ations are substantially unchanged, with 
Pittsburgh holding at 493 per cent, the 
Wheeling district at 80 per cent, the 
South at 54 per cent and Detroit at 90 
per cent, . 

Scrap Shipments to Italy. 

“With the industry still marking’ time, 
awaiting developments, scrap prices have 
again wavered. A number of grades have 
declined at Detroit, and at Pittsburgh 
heavy melting steel has receded 25c a ton, 
depressing the Iron Age scrap composite 
from $12.67 to $12.58 a ton. The index 
has now fallen twice since it reached its 
high for the year of $12.83 on Oct, 1, Con- 
trary to the trend of domestic prices, ex-

“Steel orders from makers of farm equip- 
ment and road machinery are beginning 
to show seasonal curtailment. On the other

Stoves and Machine Tools. 

“Stovemakers in the St. Louis district 
are rushed, operating at the highest rate in 
years : 

‘Heavier buying by the machine tool in- 
dustry, the textile machinery manufactur- 
ers and the Southerrn jobbing trade has im- 
makers. A spurt in spot orders for general 
line can manufacture has halted the sea- 
sonal decline in tin plate, sustaining pro- 
duction at 50 per cent of mill capacity. 

“The automotive industry, on which fur- 
ther gains in steel output are primarily 
dependent, has lost none of its optimism, 
despite the slowness with which it is mov- 
ing into new model production Assemblies 
for October are now estimated at 175,000 
units, or about 25,000 less than earlier 
forecasts, Dut a sharp gain is said to be 
assured during November 

Structural Steel Tonnage. 

“Structural steel awards are light, total- 
ing 6825 tons as against 5400 tons in the 
previous week.

How lowas Woman Secretary of State Has Recruited \Women and Children in a Safety Campaign 
That Has’ Substantially Reduced Death and Injury Upon the Highways. 


DES MOINES, Ia., Oct. 21. 

EHIND a mahogany desk under the 
B gold-leaf dome of the capitol here sits 

the small but determined woman who 
is commander-in-chief of Iowa's newly 
mobilized army of back-seat drivers. She 
is Mrs. Alex Miller, Secretary of State, 
and director of a crusade which, in one 
year, reduced auto accidents, deaths 
and injuries in Iowa by 15 per cent, while 
the balance of the nation was piling up 
a 17 per cent increase in automobile hor- 
rors and heartaches. 

Swept into office in the Democratic 
landslide of 1932, Mrs. Miller became the 
first woman ever to sit on the Iowa ex- 
ecutive council. She had pledged herself 
to economy in office and the end of her 
first year showed savings of $179,000. But 
the people of lowa were already begin- 
ning to realize that their Secretary of 
State was interested in saving something 
far more precious tha their money. She 
was interested in saving their lives, They 
enlisted in her army against death on 
the highway, and when she stood for re- 
election in 1934, gave her 74,000 more 
votes than her opponent as an indorse- 
ment of her safety campaign. 

Today Mrs. Miller is known as “Iowa's 
Woman-Against-Death.” Her campaign 


experts and public officials throughout 
the nation, and the masculine guffaws 
that greeted her early attempts to make 
lowa safety-conscious have subsided into 
gasps of admiration. Political rumor now 
has it that the record which shows a 
reduction of auto accidents in Iowa by 
3372, deaths by 69, and injuries by 3731 
in one year, may make Mrs, Miller a 
candidate for the Governor's chair in the 
next election. 

The mild-mannered little woman who 
has accomplished such amazing results in 
reducing Iowa’s death and accident fig- 
ures, admits that she is something of a 
fanatic on the subject. When she speaks 
of death on the highway a lump that 
cannot be swallowed rises in your throat 
as she pictures some dripping-with-blood 
tragedy that might have been avoided, as 
she so simply and sincerely puts it, had 
the driver of the car “been a gentleman 
or a gentlewoman.” 

Leaning forward in her big swivel 
chair, Mrs. Miller explained her theory. 
“Politeness is at the bottom of the whole 
safety program,’ she said. “What we 
need is motorists with good motoring 
manners, motorists who are gentlemen 
and gentlewomen with the proper regard 
for the lives and rights of others.”

HEN Mrs. Miller attacked the safety 
W oroviem from th 4 angle, there were 
those who sneeringly regarded the 
idea as one which uld only have been 
thought up by a woman.

was not to be laughed down: instead, 
she, herself, began the campaign by a 
series of personal appeals for good man- 
ners on the highway before school and 
club groups. She appealed to the chil- 
dren of Iowa to do their part. She spoke 
before mothers’ clubs and urged them to 
become, along with their children, back- 
seat drivers. 

“Parents like to think they are teach- 
ers of their children,” Mrs. Miller pointed 
out. “And a father doesn't 'ike to have 
his child say, ‘Daddy, it’s against the law 
to pass a car on a curve like you just 
did.’ But he is without an answer in the 
face of the new campaign which actually 
encourages children to do their part in 
pointing out infractions of the good-man- 
ners code. And while the child is playing 
the part of a back-seat policeman and 
subtly ridiculing his parent for thought- 
lesaness of the rights of others, that same 
child is building up a consciousness in 
his own mind of right and wrong that 
will stand him in good stead when he 
reaches the age that will permit him to

take over the steering wheel of an auto- 
mobile.” 

While Mrs. Miller was waging her one- 
woman campaign against death on the 
streets and highways, she was also busy 
trying to convince the Legislature that 
her bill providing for a force of highway 
patrolmen should be passed. When she 
moved into the high-ceilinged office of 
the Secretary of State back in 1932, she 
found her motor-vehicle department more 
interested in finances than in safety. The 
force of 15 motor-vehicle inspectors was 
little more than a tax-collecting agency. 
But an unsympathetic Legislature defeat- 
ed the bill for an enlarged highway pa- 
trol at two sessions on the grounds that 
results would not justify the expense and 
also that such a force would constitute 
an unwanted political machine. In the 
summer of 1934, with her back to the 
wall, Iowa's Secretary of State took 
the reins in her own hands, called the 15 
motor-vehicle inspectors into her office, 
and issued orders, 

“We had no money and no tools,” she 
explained, “but it was high time that 
something be done. The boys under- 
stood and entered into the spirit of the 
thing. They were told that their old duties 
were to stand, but new ones were to be 
added. And the new duties of enforcing 
safety regulations were to be, if any- 
thing, more important than the old ones.” 

And here agin Mrs. Miller emphasized 
her principles of politeness. She im- 
pressed upon her “boys,” as she calls 
them, the necessity of approaching the 
careless motorist in a tactful way. She 
insisted that more was to be gained by 
appealing to his finer instincts and en- 
listing him in the cause of safety, than 
could possibly be accomplished by a fine 
and harsh words. But here again Mrs. 
Miller encountered difficulty. Her force 
of 15 motor-vehicle inspectors were with- 
out uniforms and motorists complained 
that there was no way of telling an in- 
spector from a hold-up man. 

“But. the boys responded nobly,” Mrs. 
Miller said, getting up from her desk to 
look at a picture of her 15 boys which 
occupies a place of honor on one wall of 
her office. “By that time they were 
so absorbed in the spirit of the thing 
that they bought their own uniforms and 
one more hurdle was negotiated.” 

In addition to her own lectures before 
various groups, Mrs. Miller now began 
sending her uniformed inspectors out to 
speak on the subject of highway safety. 
They could talk with conviction of the 
awful tragedies they had witnessed; they 
could point out that this or that victim 
might be alive today had good manners 
been employed instead of the thoughtless, 
selfish actions that caused the accident. 
People listened and were convinced and 
within the year, lowa's accident death 
and injury toll dropped 15 per cent. 

“It was the psychological effect of our 
efforts that brought results,” says Mrs. 
Miller. “You must remember that a 
force of 15 men could not have possibly 
guarded Iowa's 99 counties’ closely 
enough to have succeeded in chasing 
death off the highway to any extent. The 
answer is that people had entered into 
the spirit of the thing and had become 
safety conscious.” 

And when the Legislature next met, the 
amazing results of Mrs. Alex Miller's 
safety campaign, and the 74,000 majority 
which had elected her to her second term 
as Secretary of State, had their effect. 
The bill for the enlarged patrol was 
passed and in addition a drivers-testing 
law was enacted. Mrs. Miller vent to 
work on the formation of the new patrol. 

There were thousands of applicants for 
the 53 new jobs. Applications were weed- 
ed out until 100 men remained. After 
six weeks’ training at the safety school 
set up at Camp Dodge, 53 were finally 
selected and given intensive instruction 
in the motor vehicle laws of the State, 
in first aid and in jiu-jitsu, and then they 
were put to work on the same principles 
laid down for the original force of 15. 
They, too, are now drafted to address 
various gatherings in the name of safety, 
Their task is to combine enforcement 
of the law with diplomacy in handling

The Record in lowa 


From July 4, 1934 to July 4, 1935, 
there were 3372 fewer accidents upon 
the network of highways that cover the 
state of lowa, Deaths decreased by 
69 and injuries by 3731. As a clincher 
for Mrs. Miller's safety 
there was not a fatality or a serious 
accident upon the lowa roads on the 
Fourth of July 1935, when every other 
state in the Union was piling up @ 
bloody list of killed and maimed. 
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the erring motorist. ‘ 

“These 53 boys were chosen as much 
for their personality as anything,” Mrs. 
Miller says. “A hard-boiled cop would de- 
feat our purpose. These boys have back- 
bone, they are firm and strong, but they 
have that something that enables them 
to reprimand a careless driver in a way 
that will convert him to the cause.” 

How much farther the new patrol will 
reduce Iowa's death, accident and injury 
toll remains to be seen, but they are 
going about their work with all the en- 
thusiasm of their leader. They work 12 
hours a day, subject ic a duty call at any 
time, and receive only $100 per month. 

A picture of the new patrol now hangs 
beside that of the original force of 15 in 
Mrs. Miller's office. And on the mantel 
above the fireplace stand pictures of her 
children, grandchildren and her late hus- 
band, Alex R. Miller, former editor of the 
Washington (Iowa) Democrat. 

Mrs. Miller speaks of her husband as a 
“fighting Democrat,” and prefers to be 
known as Mrs. Alex Miller rather than Ola 
B. Miller, She frankly admits that she was 
chosen to run on the Democratic ticket 
in 1932 because the Democrats needed 
someone to fill out the ticket and not be- 
cause they felt she was particularly suited 
for the job. She became the first Demo- 
cratic Secretary of State in lowa since 
the Civil War, piled up a greater major- 
ity than the Governor when she stood for 
re-election, and now, at 56, may be asked 
to enter the gubernatorial race in the 
next election. 

“A lot of people think that at my age, 
with married children, and grandchil- 
dren, I should be content to do a little 
loafing,” smiles Mrs. Miller, “but I always 
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« « « what happens when you try to beat 


quote my husband in answer to that. He 
always said that to be a good loafer one 
has to begin early in life. That's the 
way I feel about it.” 

And certainly Mrs. Alex Miller has not 
loafed through her safety campaign, 
Her enthusiasm has been contagious, not 
only to her loyal employes in the State 
Department, but to the people of the 
State. Finding one avenue closed, she 
has sought other angles of approach in 
her determination to make the streets 
and highways of Iowa safe. 


She recalls that when she was elected 
on an economy pledge she was challenged 
by men who regarded her promise as 
something that could not be fulfilled. 
What did she know about economy? Her 
answer to that was that any woman who 
had lived and managed on the income 
from a Democratic newspaper depending 
on a Republican community for support, 
had to be an expert in economy. The 
$179,000 savings of her first year silenced 
all doubts on the subject.

She wants an even larger force of 
highway patrolmen to enforce the laws . 
and spread the message of safety. She 
wants every person in lowa who does not 
drive a car to be a member of her corps 
of back-seat drivers, and she wants every 
motorist to be either a gentleman or 
gentlewoman. 


And with all the time and energy Mra, 
Alex Miller gives to her safety campaign, 
she still manages to run the various di- 
visions of her office smartly and efe- 
ficiently. There is always time to dis- 
cuss ways and means with visiting safety 
experts who see in Mrs. Miller’s methods 
the secret of reducing auto fatalities 
which last year reached the horrible na- 
tional total of 36,000. Even these safety 
experts were skeptical at first; it was @ 
“woman's way.” But it worked.
